TO  THE  HON.  J.  E.  ERICKSON,  GOVERNOR  OF  MONTANA,  AND  THE 
MEMBERS  OF  THE  TWENTY-SECOND  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY: 


We  are  herewith  submitting  a  report 
of  the  Montana  State  Industrial  School 
for  the  two  years  ended   June  30,  1930. 

This   report  includes    financial    tables 
and  the  movement  of  population. 
POPULAT 

The  daily  average  for  the    first   year 
covered  by  this  report  was  142  and    for 
the  second  year  162.     The  largest  num- 
ber on  any  one  day  was  186. 
Health 

The  general  health  of  the  boys  has 
been  good,  due  no  doubt  to  the  regular 
meals,  regular  hours,  cleanliness  and 
sufficient  outdoor  exercise  and  well 
ventilated  sleeping  quarters. 

One  death    from   pneumonia   occured 
during  the  first  year  of  the  bienhium. 
Schools,  Shops,  Etc. 

The  school  of  letters  has  been  in  ses- 
sion about  nine  months  each  year.  All 
boys  who  have  not  passed  the  eighth 
grade  are  required  to  attend  and  about 
fifteen  boys  each  year  have  been  allow- 
ed to  attend  the  Custer  County  High 
School;  two  graduating  in  1929  and  four 
in  1930. 

Most  of  the  boys  who  are  old  enough 
are  given  a  chance  to  learn  some  trade. 
Our  shops  consisting  of  Carpenter  and 
Cabinet  Shop,  Tailor  Shop,  Shoe  Shop, 
Print  Shop  and  Auto  Mechanic.  Shops 
are  under  the  direction  of  competent 
instructors  and  while  the  boys  are  not 
here  long  enough  to  complete  a  trade 
they  get  a  good  start  and  many  follow 
up  their  trade  after  leaving  and  become 


competent  work m  • 

In  addition  to  the  s  ,  many 

boys  are  instructed  in  cooking  and  bak- 
ing, farming,  gardening  and  in  the  care 
of  live  stock.

The  last  legislavure  appropriated  for 
us  the  Mim  of  $11,000  f<  r  the  purchase 
of  grazing  3 and  tor  our  beef  cattle  and 
young  dairy  stock.  Three  and  one  half 
sections  of  land  were  purchased  and  one 
section  of  State  School  land  leased  and 
we  now  have  sufficent  pasturage  on 
which    are    several    spri  viding 

plenty  of  water  for  the  suck  at  all 
times.  The  cost  of  the  three  and  one 
half  sectionsof  land  was  $8103.35.  This 
has  all  been  fenced  and  divided  into  two 
pastures  of  about  equal  size. 
Financial 

The  appropriation  made  two  years  ago 
has  been  insufficent  on  account  of*  the 
large  increase  in  population  and  it  is 
estimated  that  a  deficiency  appropri- 
ation of  about  $10, 000  will  be  necessary  to 
finish  the  present  year.  For  the  year 
ending  June  30th  1932  we  are  asking 
for  an  appropriation  of  $79,131.50  for 
maintaince  and  for  the  year  ending 
June  30th  1933,  $78,951.50  all  of  which 
shows  in  detail  in  the  budget. 
Recommendations 

We  renew  our  request  again  for  an 
appropriation  for  the  salary  and  expense 
of  a  parole  officer.  This  should  by  all 
means  be  allowed,  with  from  one  to  two 
hundred  boys    on    parole    at   all    times, 


I  age  Tzc< 
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supervision  over  whom  should  extend 
for  several  months  after  release,  it  can 
be  readily  seen  that  the  full  time  of  one 
parole  officer  would  be  necessary  to 
accomplish  the  desired  supervision. 
Many  of  the  boys  should  not  return  to 
their  homes,  others  have  no  homes  and 
unless  they  are  to  be  kept  here,  places 
must  be  found  for  them  and  assistance 
and  encGiirageme'  t  given  until  they  are 


adjusted  to  outside  life. 

Two  new  cottages  to  accomadate 
twenty  boys  each  should  be  provided, 
one  each  year,  to  relieve  the  overcrowd- 
ed condition  and  to  allow  for  a  better 
system  of  classifies  t  ys,    recog- 

nized by  all  in  this  work  as  so  very 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  best  results. 
An  estimate  of  $40,000  each  year  is 
made  for  cottages  and  -equipment.
